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The reply filed on 1 1/3/08 is not fully responsive to the prior restriction requirement because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): while applicant has elected SEQ ID NO:22, in the instant reply applicant has not specified which claims read on the species. 
In the reply dated 8/4/08 applicants state that claims 1-3,18-21 read on the species. However, claim 20 stales that the peptide 'further 
comprises' another amino acid. Note that the election restriction stated that Applicant should indentify any furthe residues recited in 
claim 10 for example. Since Applicants have included claim 20 in the election, it is assumed that other residues comprise SEQ ID NO 
22. However, Applicants have not elected these residues as part of their election. As such it is unclear if the elected species is SEQ ID 
NO:22 or SEQ ID NO:22 with another component. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE 
(1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment.
